the Ground where they werefirft polled, by which time they were 
reinforced by our Englifli Horfe and mnrp Pnor ^ \ fh\rh the Encmjc 
perceiving thought not fitto^attempt ^y th^lg&rther.

Thei5ih, we^ perceived the Enemy had brought aTrench fo very- 
near our StoGka^iM3;^<;^fifc^^mthiiiJBTi^l)oks toward 
Fagty t^iat they ]^d t^en encouragement from thence to bc^in a Gal- 
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tcry in orders aMin^ the Ground being veiyfcoitoodious for% 
and had likewife brought theif Cannon to oukoldPlacfe oi Hxmi. 
which is but a Pifto!-fhot from the tort, wbieh progrels. and bo!d 
Proceedings of theirs,put Colonel iS'^c;fx?i& ( whofucceeded Sir Palmes 
/i?//-^/^?/'/?^ in his Command) upon ealliigm Council of War, to con- 
fultwhat was fit to be done, for that it appeared without fome 
extraordinary A^ion our new Work would be quickly in feme 
diftrcfsjandin purfuance to the Refobtions that were then tatea. 
On Wednefday the 27, by three of the Gk)ckin the mornings the 
Garifonwasin Arms^nd fuch care was taken, tha^as well taken in 
drawing together our Men, as in their march out of the ToWd,-fo 
great a filence was obferved, that although the Enemy had had Per- 
dues on our very Walls, they cou'd not have take the leafl: Alarm; our 
Foot was difpofcd into fix Battalions, one ofiwhich was compcfed of 
Seamen, under the Command of Vice-Admiral /^^r^^rr , and com- 
manded under him by Mapr Banlay,}kQ other Battalions being com- 
manded by Major HacketyM^otEoynton^ Captain 6^//^x,Capifam ^im^ 
en^ and Capftiin Spt^ the whole Party of Foot confifting of about 
1500 Men ; The Horfe being leven Troops^ amounting to 500, were 
commanded, the Englifli by Captain Ne^by, Captain C^, and Cap- 
tarn Lan^fion ; the Spamjhhj DonSahvador de Mm^ii£X>an Mxrique 
de Moronia ( who commands two Troops ^mSlDon Fernando fenatek 
To amde and divert the Enemy, the Horfe belonging to the Mole, 
amounting to about ^o were ordered with Riders arid a Trumpet at 
theheadof them to March to the S^MtztPeterhorough-Tower^ where 
we pitched feveral Colours, and had Brums appointed to beat aflrong 
Alarm, Captain Makenny with the Town-Horfe marching at the 
hc^ of them. On the other fide in the Bay wherethe Enemy had a 
Battery of 8 or 9 Guns, Admiral iXrr^^r/ had appointed all the Boats 
of the Fleet with Wafte-^loaths and Colours, to make fhew as if they 
intended to attempt their Cannon; bothwhi<:hdefigns, efpecially 
the latter took very good effe^ftidrawingag^oodnumberof theFiie- 
my from their Trenches, which appeared by^ their pitching then: 
Colours all a long the Coafts, and firing at the Boats. A particul^ 
Attack waslikcwife ordered to be made out ofPqlf-Fort by 150 Men 
under the command of Captain Lu»4y and Captain Hume^ upon the 
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liw^ _ I: TrcRcJi , where the Moors had begun a G^llery^ in order to 
the Mineing the Fort, in which Sally Mr. Sheres, His MajeftiesSur-' 
V€yor General, to whofe Valour and Advice much of our good fuc- 
eels is to be attributed , was prefent. 

The Horfe marched firft out of Catherin P ort.zni drew up in the 
Stockade jufl: before it,then-the Foot, and drew up according to the 
dfre£tion of Colonel ^^rii;//7if, which was performed with 16 great 
filence that the whole party was, almoft drawn up, before the Moors 
took the Alarm. The difpofition of the feveral Z)ivifions, Advanced- 
Parties, and Referves both of Horfe and Foot was ordered in the 
moft proper and Soldier-like manner the ground would permit; 
and the Pofts that, were to be attacked required. When the Party 
was ready to advance, Colonel >S^riz;///<? gave the. Signal to the Fort, 
fFom whence the Attack beforementioned upon tke Enemies Gallery 
was to befirft made ; M^ox Bee kman the Ingineer Marched out with 
them to give directions about , demolifhing the Enemies Worke, and 
fto£)ping their Mine,- TheAttack proved a hot and very bloody 
piece otferviee, by reafcn of the Enemies having a greater Guard 
^^^^9 than oi'dinary ; the two Captains that- commanded were im- 
mediately carried offdangerouHy wounded , as were mofl of thec- 
tlier Officers, among whi<3i was Lieutenant Rob'mfon , and had not 
the Ri^ferve come timely to their' relief , that Party had -run grrat 
hazard of being cut off. By thfs time the whole Body was engaged , 
the Enemy very ftubborhly difputing evei:;y Line and Trerch where- 
in we attacked them, coming to Tuih of Pike, and handy, bfows in 
feveral places; The particularities of every Adion is hard to fet down,- 
but after we had beaten theni from th©ir liew.Trenches, we advanc- 
ed to the old Line, where o;ar Forts formerly ftood, which was per- 
formed with great lofs on our fide (there being not above 50 Men 
left in one of the Battalions qf my Lord Inchiqums Regiment) and 
2t length by level^ling the Tr.encfees made a pailage for the Horfe, 
tlirough which Captain 2^^/.^ wit|i his Troop advanced upon the 
rhcmy^ as did like wife Dtf«^ .Si7trl^/«?r. de Moftfirte ^ and Dow Manri- 
^uede Mormtia ^ with their^, who foi>nd a pailagea little more to the 
night,- upon which tlie i^oors turned their Backs ,. and betook 
tbemfelves-tofltglTtfrom^ all quarters, being purfucd by our Horfe 
;:. • ■■■ ' "''■ • ■' ' ^•.''- •--'■. " ■ - '"- '••land- 
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'& Foot,who made very great flaiighter amoi^g them; Many oftheir 
Horfe performedvery daringly for therefcue of their Foot, among 
ivhich feveral cf their principa\Men fell. We purf-icd them fcattered ike 
bheep at lead a Mile into the Country , ki ling feveral of them in the ^ 
very Campamong their Tents. We took two pieceS^of Cannon, five 
Colours, leveral Friibners; and had taken many mere had they not 
refufed quarter, and killed by computation about 500. After our 
Horfe and Foot were retreated within our old Lines, which we pof- - 
fefledfrom Jamesio Monmcnth Fort^w^ fell to filling and levelling 
their Trenches, wherein we buried many of their Dead, who very 
- bravely loft their lives in ir.e.defence of them; we alfo took in an ad- 
ventagcous fpot of ground to our new Fortifications, which we forti- 
fied with a good Stockade, from whence we difcover the Bottom, 
* where the Enemy before lay in Covert from the Fort, and where 
they had begun tlieiri Callery in order to their Mine , 
wiiich about three of the Clock, was fnilhed , and then we 
retreated and marclicd into the Town in very good order, the 
Enemy contrary to their cuftom permitting us to retire without the 
leaft difturbance. ^ome hoirs alter died 5]fr Palmes Falrhorne our 
Governour , having firft had the fatisfa^ion to hear of our fucccfs , 
whofe lofs is very much lamented by the whole Garifon. 

In the meantime fuch x)ftiie Enemiesdead that remained unburied, 
bein^ laid together near Catherine Port, Colonel Sackville ourpre- 
Tent "commander, writ to the Alcayde^ oS^rmg him leave to bury 
them: He, or fome bcdy for him (^ for it is uncertain yet whether 
he be living or dead) returned a very civil Anfwer, and accordingly 
the Moors fetchtofFthe Bodies, (and brought three of ours that re- 
mained m the Field) in a very meiancholy manner, examining feve- 
ral Heads with great care, many whereof they wrapt up in clean 
Linnen ;bv which wo difcovered they w^ere Men of Note -among 
them. One of them that feU we conclude to be the Alcajdes Brother 
bv feveral Papers that were found about him. • ^ 

■'This is the fuleft Account we can as yet give you of fo grorious 
anaaion,wich,thoughmuchisdueto the Condud, and Bravery 
of Colonel Sackville y Vice Admiral Herhe^rt, and all the Officers., 
Ts well as. to the undaunted Courage of the Soldiers, and among 
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I them xk^S^HiJh Kcffe who all in their feverai Poft behaved them 
ielveswitii as much Gallantry, as could poffibJy be fhown bv Men 
yetmuil wholly be aicribed to the Diviae AMance and Proteaion 
without which It would have been impoffible for fucfa a handful 
ofmentohaveptrform'd what they did, having attacked and d^. 
kzttd fo numerous and daring Enemies , purfued them a mile tose- 
ther level'edand filled uptheir Lines and Trenches, DemoIiS 
all their other Wo ks, and taken Cannon,CoIours andPrifonersthe 
mcrks cf an tntire Viftory; QFwhichLieutenant-Colonel /^i'T 
who was aiharer in die danger and honor of it,is gone for EmdnJ
